Tom Bayes is pretty shifty abDut Baviag a 
horse and makiof; a foray with the right kind 
at the right time. Yesterday at Hawthotne he 
swooped down upon the ring and made an old 
fashioned cleaning np on his maiden, Tom Mid- 
dleton. This colt is well bred, being by Florist 
— Mary Lonise and incidentally a brother to 
that fast mare. Flora Lionise. He had been 
well tried, rnmor having it that he had worked 
a mile and a quarter in 2:08. The talk of this 
fast work, though, was after the race, and if it 
was true Mr. Hayes did well to keep his maiden 
BO well nnder cover. 

On account of Tom Middleton’s breeding the 
ring was naturally a little timid about him at 
first, and just as a “feeler,” 4 to 1 was the first 
quotation against him. At this price there 
seemed to be no one eager to bet on him and 
the wily bookmakers, in a bold way, carried 
the price np to 5 to 1. At this figure the “right 
money” began to poor in, and slowly, bntsurely, 
Tom Middleton’s price was cut to 8 to 5. 

He was truly a “good thing” and won like a 
stake horse. Vititoe had the mount and it 
proved an easy one. The boy got off in front, 
and, but fur an instant whan passing the stand, 
where Euterpe showed in front, he led all the 
way 

The colt is smoothly gaited and he simply 
played with the other horses. Vititoe held him 
back to his field to the head of the stretch where 
he let out a link in his rains and the big colt 
bounded away from the others as though they 
were tied, and at the wire was polled up six 
lengths in front of Kalmia and Brown Dick. 
The twe last named had a hard fight for the 
place and Kalmia on tgamed "Dutch” Boiler’s 
maiden. 

May Beach is certainly “Hawkins' Hoss’’ all 
right and the way in which she disposed of Bd 
Corrigan’s crack two-year-old, Qolden Rule, 
stamps her as the best of her age and sex at 
the local tracks. 

A meeting between May Beach and Golden 
Buie, with 101 pounds on the filly and 81 on the 
two-year-old, proved to be the interesting 
feature yesterday. Both bad many friends and 
both owners, Mr. Corrigan and Mr, Wood, 
thought they would win, consequently the bet- 
ting was brisk. Tummy Burns was on May 
Beach and his being opposed by such a smell 
boy as Dominick naturally made the filly the 
favorite. There was as much again bet on 
Golden Rule as there was on May Beach, still 
the filly clo-'od favorite at 4 to 5 while even 
money was offered against the colt. 

The only chance Golden Rule had to beat 
his speedy opponent was to go right out with 
her from the start and race her to a standstill. 
This Dominick tried to do, but instead of sue 
reeding ran bis own mount out of speed, and 
before the stretch was reached it was evident 
that May Beach would win. She headed for 
home two lengths in front and was running well 
in baud, while Golden Rule was under pressure 
andswerving. All through the last eighth Burns 
was easing the filly np. Still when the wire 
was reached she was four lengths in the lead. 

Jim Arthur seems t*) have nothing but hard 
luck. He started Moroni at 3 to 5 in the last 
race and the colt w- n with all ease Arthur did 
not bav^' any gieat amount to bet on hie horse 
but auyth'ug from his stable is always trying 
and the $300 purse is useful, and when Moroni 
wen there wss much joy in the Arthur camp- 
This was short lived, however, f»r when the 
horse wes brought into the ring to be anctioLed 
off VY. H. Laird raised him $400 over his en- 
tered pries and to ^eep him cost Arthur $105 
more than the purse. 



In the first race, which was a five furlong 
scramble for two-year-olds, W. H. Landeman 
sprung a supposed “good thing” in Medtord. 
This youngster was backed heavily but be was 
green and ran his race at the post and finished 
fourth. The winner turned np in Orletta, who 
was long overdne and at the false price of 
44 to 1. 

Silver Tone is strictly a mudlark and “Packy” 
Ryan and his fi-iends “didn’t do a thing” with 
the ring over bis win in the fourth race. The 
gelding was at a remunerative price and was 
heavily backed all three ways. He got off in 
front and the other starters in the race dia not 
know which way he went. He opened up a gap 
of eight lengths going to the half and than 
came home under a pull a half dozen lengths 
in front of Racivan and Canace. 

The fifth race was an easy thing for Lomond. 
This was at six and a half furlongs and Ma- 
grane’s colt won all the way. He was held at 
44 to 1 and was heavily backed. 

Jockey Dominick was strongly reprimanded 
by the judges for punishing Golden Bnle after 
the colt was plainly beaten and without a 
chance to win.

“That old blind mare has an interesting 
history,” declared G. W. Cnrtis, the vet- 
eran turfman, as ha surveyed Agnes, by 
Gilroy, in her paddock at Barney Bobrei- 
ber’s Woodlands farm the other day. “She 
has been one of the must saccessfol pro- 
ducing mares in this country. J,.cobiu, Mac- 
beth 11. and Robespierre are the best known of 
her foals, bat she has thrown a number of other 
wiunere. I was at Lexington the day Hankins 
& Johnson bought Robespierre as a yearling. 
Mr. Johnson told me that they had paid $4,C(X) for 
the youngster. Rufus Lyle oivned Agues at the 
time, and Mr. Jobusou told me that the mare’s 
produce had netted Lyle $38,000. Just think of 
it — one mare’s produce selling for that sum, 
and the bsst pert of it is tUe fact that Lyle 
took Agnes for a debt of $75. That bsats the 
lottery, don’t it? When be seenred the mare 
Lyle sent her to Harper’s farm in Keutneky to 
be bred to Tan Brueck or Longfellow, but Mr. 
Harpar didn’t like her looks and refused to 
allow her to ba bred to either stalhon. Mr, 
Lyle was a good friend of his, however, and, to 
square himself with the latter, he gave Ag- 
nes a complimentary stud service to Jrls 
Johnson, who was playing second fiddle to 
the two crack stallrons. The proauce of the 
union between Jits Johnson and Agues was 
none otuer than the famous Jacobin, one 
of the gieatest racehorses uf his day. After she 
bad thrown Jacobin Mr. Lyle had no fuitber 
I truuble getting fais mare bred to the best stal- 
lions siaudmg in Kentucky Agues’ sire, Gilroy, 
j also got the famous Gnustuad, the most sucoets- 
ful stalliou that ever stood in Caliioruia. Grlu- 
sieaJ was owned by ‘Lucky’ Beidwiu, who 
brought the horse from Keutneky and estab- 
lished him m the stuu near L. s Augeies, where 
he sirea Vulanta, Silver Cloud, Solid Silver, 
^ Winona, Siualoa 11., Samisgo and other thor- 
oughbred celebrities tuat made Baldwin’s col- 
ors famous oa every raceirark in the United 
I States.” — St. Loois Bepnbiic.
